‘HIM IN TOILS. 

Wife Finds Three; Each Tells 
of Different Crime.

Elopement to Santa Ana is 
Downfall’s Beginning. 


His path through life strewn with 
the broken hearts of women, Clyde 
Blake, alias Ray Williams, was last 
night placed in the County Jail, 
where he will be charged with big- 
amy, child-abandonment and deser- 
tion from the navy. ; 

He was insolent,“defiant and swag- 
gering when he entered the office 
of Investigator Chappelle in the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office lasta evening. 
He denied that he was Blake or that 
he had a wife and child in Tennes- 
see, or that he had ever belonged to 
the navy. 

Mr. Chappelle took from a drawer 
a package of letters. The first was 
a letter from Mrs. Blake, mother of 
the prisoner, and who lives at Mt. 
Washington, Mo. It was just a moth- 
er's letter to her boy, urging him to 
live a Christian life, respect the 
rights of others and be a man. That 
is your letter, written by your moth- 
er to you,” said the officer quietly. 
A sneer was the only reply. 

Then Mr. Chappelle opened an- 
other letter, a tear-stained note 
from a girl-bride and mother back 
in Tennessee, written to a former 
girl chum. Ie was the story of a 
broken heart, of a mother’s love for 
her baby and also of her dire straits 
in financial matters. “What could 
have — to Clyde?“ the letter 
said. “ he have forgotten his 
baby boy and me? I can hardly be- 
lieve it. Anyway I shall never for- 
get him or cease to love him If 
he could see the ‘little man’ I am 
sure he would write to us. I have 
to put the baby in a home and earn 
money to cloth him and myself. 
Don't you suppose that if Clyde 
knew this he would come back to 
us? The letter told of the hardships 
of the mother since Clyde ran away. 

There was still a spark of man- 
hood in Blake ard it came to the 
surface. Pulling a bunch of letters 
from his pocket, he said. “There 
are the rest of the letters. I am 
the man. Let me plead guilty and 
return after my sentence and I will 
try and make good.” 

The bigamy charge against’ the 
prisoner grew out of an elopment 
a couple of months ago. Miss Ethel 
Rousheimer was reported to the 
Police as missing and a State-wide 
search was started. The police lo- 
cated thé girl living with Blake un- 
der the name of Williams. R. W. 
Symonds, the girl's stepfather, found 
Blake. Then it was that Blake or 
Williams produced a marriage certi- 
ficate showing that he and Miss 
Rousheimer had been married at 
Santa Ana. The couple began house- 
keeping at No. 445 Temple street, 
and all was going wen until, with 
a woman’s curiosity, Mrs. Williams 
opened her husband's letters. One 
was from his mother, another from 
his wife and third.from his brother, 
Sergt. Blake of Columbus, N. M. In 
each letter there was a story of 
wrongdoing, the brother urging 
Blake to return to his ship, the 
Pittsburgh, and serve out hig time. 
“Get an honorable discharge, some- 
thing mother can be proud of in 
your life,” the brother urged. 

After Blake's arrest last night 
wife No. 2 visited him in the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, identified him 
and then affectionately e him 
good-by. “I will never see you again 
except from the witness stand,” the 
weeping and deceived girl said in 


parting. When alone Blake stated 


that he would not defend any of the 
charges.

general business depression. Six months ago the law went into 
effect. None of the dire things prophesied for the first half of the 
year 1916 has occurred. On the contrary, Seattle has prospered 
wonderfully.” 


Liquor-making Plants Find Other Uses. 


There was during our campaign considerable discussion as to 
what would become of the money and property invested in the 
liquor business in this State, and statement was made that money 
invested in breweries would be absolutely lost, and that on account 
of the great number of buildings being released on account of the 
saloons going out of business rental values would very materially 
suffer and that the price of real estate would necessarily depreciate 
in value. This has proved absolutely untrue. Most of the build- 
ings occupied by saloons were contracted for before the saloons 


were vacated at a very much increased rental. Breweries of the 


State are being or have been converted into lines of legitimate en- 

terprise,-and so far as we are able to learn are producing as much 

profit as they did when they were being operated as breweries, .

increased in the past year over 40 per cent., which equals more 
than one-fifth of the number thrown out of employment, while the 
number of waiters losing their positions is to some extent offset 
by the additional number of waitresses put to work in places that 
have ceased to dispense liquor. 


Union Membership Increases. 


“In addition to this, at least 3000 more members have joined 


other unions not directly affected by the operation of the dry law, 


except, perhaps, in so far as some may now find themselves in a 
better position to pay dues. Some of the organizations report 
great improvement in this regard. . 

“It is indeed encouraging to see men of such crafts as the 
longshoremen, who were content but a short time ago to walk 
around during their leisure in overalls, now dressed in such manner 
as would do credit to bankers. 

“It has been said by some officers of the longshoremen’s organt- 
zation that the splendid solid front and unwavering determination 
which insures victory in the present strike could never have been 
maintained if the saloons had been open, and much more serious 
violence and disturbances would surely haye occurred.

1 His VICIOUS COURSE IN MEXICO. 

Before Wilson's election over 40.000 American citizens were residing in or 
had invested their capital in the republic of Mexico. The income derived 
from their investments and their labors enriched not mesely the investors 
but benefited our whole country as well as the people of Mexico. A short 
time prior to the inauguration of Mr. Wilson a revolution had broken out 


in which Americans had been murdered and American property had been | 


wantonly destroyed. It was the duty of President Wilson to use the powers 
with which he was vested to secure @dequate protection for the lives and 
property of Americans in Mexico, and in doing this to’ refrain from inter- 
meddling in her internal affairs or espousing the cause of any of the factions 
which were struggling for control of her government. 

Instead of doing this, Mr. Wilson, within a short time after his inaugura- 
tion, actively espoused the cause of the Carranza-Villa faction (then joined, ) 
and gave his aid to the overthrow of acting President Huerta, for no 
other reason than because he personally disapproved of the methods by 
which—unauthentica rumors asserted—Gen. Huerta had obtained the 
office of provisional President. Mr. Wilson intervened in Mexico to aid 
one faction in civil strife in the effort to pull down another. Victoriano Huerta 
was President de facto of Mexico, recognized as such by All the principal 
powers of Europe, and in possession of the capital, the army, the navy and 
the treasury of Mexico. In the northern part of that country Carranza and 
Villa combined were endegyoring to destroy the power of Huerta. Woodrow 
Wilson thereupon, in violation of his oath of office and his duties as President 
of the United States, sided with the Carranza faction. He demanded of 
Huerta that he should permanently retire from the government of Mexico, and, 
when Huerta refused, the power of the United States was exerted to turn 
him out. Foreign nations were induced by Wilson to refuse to the Huerta 
government the loans of money necessary to repair the ravages of war and 
to re-establish that good order which had existed under the Presidency of 
Gen. Porfirio Diaz. Arms and munitions of war were, with the connivance 
of President Wilson, furnished to the Northern Mexican forces and with- 
held from President Huerta—the only government having even a semblance of 
legalized authority, the government of Gen. Huerta. Finally Mr. Wilson, with- 
out authority of Congress and in violation of his duty as President, practi- 
cally d war against Mexico. He sent a large portion of our army 
and navy to invade Mexico. They captured the port of Vera Cruz in a 
battle in which 300 Mexicans and seventeen United States marines were 
killed and many wounded. Our troops tontinued to occupy Vera Cruz and 
collect and retain customs duties there until President Huerta fell. By 
these acts Ma Wilson unlawfully intervened in Mexico to control the internal 
affairs of that independent country, and to enforce his individual will in 
those affairs by threats, by economic pressure and by force of arms, all in 
violation of the law of nations and of his duty as President. 


H. WILSON’S “WATCHFUL WAITING.” 


The forces under Carranza and Villa, which were aided by Mr. Wilson, were 


a horde of bandits, whose purpose was unrestricted opportunity for murder, 


robbery and lust. Yet President Wilson, by assisting them to pull down 
Huerta, ignored and condoned their murder of American men, the rape of 
American women, the destruction of American property, insults to American 
officers and defilement of the American flag, all in utter disregard of his 
duty as President. 

The bandits who were thus aided by President Wilson to depose Huerta 
have since then arrested and imprisoned American consular officers and torn 
down the American flags from the consulates and trampled them in the mire, 
accompanied by indescribable indignities. Soldiers of the United States in 
uniform and on duty have been shot and killed or wounded from across the 
border by soldiers of Carranza and Villa. The invasion of American ter- 
ritory at Columbus and other points, the murders at Santa Isabel, the fierce 
battle at Carrizal, and the assassinations and outrages in which more American 
soldiers and civilians were killed than during the Spanish War, have received 
no other notice from Mr. Wilson than watchful waiting, camper pro- 
crastination, and words, words, words!

In the conduct of foreign affairs incident to the great war in Europe, Mr. 
Wilson has given abundant cause for criticism and dissatisfaction. That 
conf y great statesman, Elihu Root, truthfully said the emergencies of the 
time ate not been met with foresight, wisdom and decisive courage. A 
licy towards Europe since July, 1914, reveals three 
fundamental errors. First, the lack of foresight to make timely provision for 
backing up American diplomacy by actual or assumed military and naval

ird, a loss of the moral forces of the civilized world through failure to 
truly interpret to the world the spirit of the American people in their attitude 
toward the terrible events which accompanied the early stages of the war. 
Ordinary knowledge of military events made it plain that the conflict was cer- 
tain to be long and desperate. Ordinary knowledge of history made it plain 
that in that conflict neutral rights would be worthless unless powerfully main- 
tained. dinary practical sense in the conduct of affairs demanded that 


such steps should be taken that behind the peaceable assertion of our coun- 


try's rights, its independence and its honor, should stand power, manifest 
and available, 8 the whole world that it would cost too much to press 
aggression too far These manifest considerations Mr. Wilson did not see.

And when his enemy tore down the boots and threw them into the mud, 
Bombastes sneaked away. 

After this proclamation of Wilson the passenger steamer Falaba was tor- 
pedoed by a Gennen submarine and an American citizen killed. The Ameri- 
can ing was attacked and crippled by a German aeroplane. The 
American vessel Gulflight was torpedoed and sunk by a German submarine, 
* several Americans killed, and nothing was done to hold Germany to 

“strict accountability” or any accountability at all. 

* When the Lusitania was torpedoed and sunk by a German submarine and 
more than 100 Americans drowned, public opinion forced Mr. Wilson to send 
another invoice of words of protest menace to the Kaiser; but nothing 
resulted. Then the Arabia was torpedoed and sunk, and more American lives 
destroyed, and the only result was that more correspondence resulted, which 
has been barren of result, even to the extent of Germany conceding that the 
destruction of the Lusitania was forbidden by law.

CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—Officials 
of automobile speedways from 
all parts of the United States 
will meet here November 15 
to perfect organization, it was 
announced tonight. 

The plans, although not 
fully completed, provide for 
an organization to be known 
as the “American Speedway 
‘ Association,” which is to han- 
dle all details of racing not 
specifically covered by the 
American Automobile Asso- 
clation.

MUSICAL 


INCREASING IN IN POWER. 


MARKED PROGRESS IN ART OF 
CLIFFORD LOTT. 


By Edwin Schallert. 

Growth in vocal powers are lend- 
ing to each succeeding appearance in 
recital of Clifford Lott, well-known 
local baritone of finish and attain- 
ment, an increasing appeal for the 
person who has observed the for- 
Ward march of his capabilities dur- 
ing the last few years. His pro- 
gramme last night at the Woman's 
Club House revealed his methods and 


Style to even greater advantage than 
those which have gone before. The 
selections were of exceedingly va- 
ried character and presented in in- 
teresting chronological fashion, with 
an aftermath of Stevenson settings, 
whose gaiety and vivacious joy cap- 
tured. the appreciation of his hearers 
in a particularly marked degree. 

These Stevenson settings especially 
the first group of exquisite little 
whimsical romances from the 
“Child’s Garden of Verses,” were 
joyously refreshing. The music by 
Graham Peel is something of a 
novelty and ig peculiarly adequate 
for the ideas. 

Mr. Lott also gave with fine de- 
scriptive power two mysterious and 
Pensive miniature dramas of Slavic 
atmosphere in “The Enchanted 
Princess” by Borodine, and “The 
Three Roads“ by Koenemann. The 
latter struck a theme of deep sadness 
and tragedy. 

Two numbers which brought es- 
pecial appeal to the audience were 
the “Gute Nacht'“ by Dvorak and 
“Lover's Call” by Rueckauf that 
brought a call for its repetition. Mr. 
is| Lott’s rendition of the old Italian 
air “Intorno all’ idol mio” by Cesti 
was characterized by especially good 
reserve and style. Entirely different 
was the closing number, “The Vaga- 
bond,” by R. Vaughan Williams, 
with its burly carelessness, its 
weather-beaten nonchalance. 

Purcell, Bach, Schubert, Tschai- 
kowsky — the “Pilgrim's Song“ or 
“Benediction”"——were well given by 
the singer. 

Mr. Lott’s art is ever marked by 
its vigor and sincerity, that present 
the outlines of strong masculinity, 
combined with the viewpoint of a 
well-schooled musician. To paint 
with a broad color scheme and in 
rugged outline is an impulse that 
belongs peculiarly to a singer of his 
type, and which he carries out sur- 
passingly well. Roughness and 
crudeness is not necessarily a part 
of this design; in fact, at times it 
may taper off to a high degree of 
refinement in the general treatment 
as does Mr. Lott's. This method 
brings freedom with restraint that 
requires for the best results subject 
matter that is suited to its needs. 

Where the personal element must 
enter into his work, I find the need 
of more imaginative coloring. When 
he is expected to feel a certain im- 
pulse or emotion in the subjective 
sense he is not so sure of his ground. 

It is a pleasure indeed to observe 
the increase in vocal finish and style 
that is showing in his work. He has | 
polished up his tonal scheme so that | 
its brightness is lighting up new 
depths in his interpretations. .

CRIME'S TRAIL. 
Open Trunk of Man Held on 


Wilken Cleverest Man Ever 
Caught, Says Hazen. 


Others’ Failures Cunningly 
Turned into Success. 


Revealing the operations, it is al- 
leged, of a counterfeiter without a 
peer in the annals of the United 
States Secret Service Department, 
the trunk of Harold Russell Wilken, 
who was taken to San Francisco, 
Tuesday, to answer a Federal in- 
dictment, was opened yesterday by 
Specia] Agent Hazen of the Treasury 
Department. 

“Wilken was more than a star in 
his illicit profession; he was the

prince of them all.“ said Mr. Hazen, 
after going through the contents of 
the trunk. 


Possessed ot an almost infinite 
capacity for taking pains, Wilken 
fortified this talent, according to 
Mr. Hazen’s deductions, by years of 
experimenting until he, it is alleged, 
produced bills that are acknowledged 
by W. J. Flynn, chief of the Secret 
Service Department of the Treasury 
Department, to be the best he ever 
saw. 
“IT have had a dozen narrow es- 
capes in my life, and only escaped 
by the skin of my teeth,” Wilken 
told Mr. Hazen just before being 
taken north.

Moreover, the bills 
passed unchallenged in the East for 
some time, and some found their way 
to the very doors of the United 
States Treasury. | 

But about thaf trunk. One of the 
finds was about eight pounds of silk 
thread, red and blue, used, it is al- 
leged, by Wilken in the manufacture 
of the bills. It was purchased of 
Belding Bros., the well-known silk 
manufacturers of New York. In 
making the purchase, Wilken used 
the name of James H. Martin, posing 
as a buyer for a western firm of tex- 
tile manufacturers on the hunt of a 
thread to use in a new style cloth. 
He got his information as to the 
thread, it is said, from a salesman 
showing goods at the Paterson (N. 
J.) exposition, four years ago, who 
told him that the silk was used to 
make paper for government money. 
Another most clever exhibit was 
an armful of clippings taken from 
newspapers, detailing the arrest of 
counterfeiters all over the country, 
the methods they used, and a descrip- 
tion of their bills, and how they dif- 
fered from genuine money, etc. And 
there was another armful of clip- 
pings of scientific treatises written by 
experts in photography and engrav- 
ing, detailing how certain effects 
could be produced in both lines of 
ork. These covered a half-dozen 
ears, 


found in the trunk was a series of 
maps and time-tables, a card-index 
case and a book containing a cipher 
code. Federal officers on the hunt 
of counterfeiters always count on 
the “passer” making more than one 
trip where experience has shown 

to get rid of the 
Wilken went to the same 
place but once. And to prevent him 
from doubling on his tracks, he had 
a card-index and cipher code. The 
latter by a series of hieroglyphics in- 
dicated what side of the street the 
place was located where the bill was 
gotten rid of. Another cipher told 
whether a man or woman accepted 
the money,“ another the character of 
the store; still another the state of 
the weather when he made the trip. 
In a word, he was able to ascertain 
by consulting the index just where 
and how he had passed a bad Dill. 
There were hundreds of these cards, 
indicating the extent of his opera- 
tions. 

Another find was a number of 
maps, marked with red ink, showing 
the lines of railway he had traveled, 
covered with data as to time when 
traing left the places, the name of 
the road, and whether the early or 
morning trains would be the better 
to use. He could tell at a glance, 
it ia stated, whether he had ever 
been in a certain city or town be- 
fore, and the card-index gave certain 
information as to what. places to 
touch. It was this feature of Wil- 
ken'’s work that bothered the offi- 
cers. ' They had never before seen

In spite of the large amounts of 
money that Wilken is alleged to have 
profited by, he had only about $80 in 
hid possession when arrested. He 
had a deposit box in the Merchants’ 
National Bank of this city, but it 
contained nothing but some letters 
from hig wife, who, it is said, he 
long ago deserted. No money could 
be found on deposit in any bank. 

Another feature of Wilken's opera- 
tions that spelled success wags that 
he had no confidants. He worked 
absolutely alone. There was no- 
body to give him away. And but 
for the circulation of a description 
of the $10 bill on a postal card he
